Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  the  gov-  ^nVTdj^tant 
ernor  of  this  state  shall  appoint  an  adjutant  general,  with   general.

§  16.  Section  five  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  ascertaining  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  to  prevent 
fraudulent  voting,"  approved  February  22,  1861,  shall  be 
construed  so  as  to  require  the  number  to  be  indorsed  by  the  Section  5  of  act 
judges  or  inspectors  of  election  on  every  ballot  cast,  and  in 
all  elections,  generator  special,  in  pursuance  of  any  law  of 
this  state.

copy.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  said  clerks  to  im- 
mediately transmit  a  copy  of  the  same  to  each  of  the  judges 
or  inspectors  of  election  in  his  county.

§  19.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  in 
any  manner  to  affect  the  provisions  of  any  act  that  has  been 
or  may  be  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, to  enable  the  qualified  electors  of  this  state,  absent  soldiers  to  vote.

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thereof,  who  shall  be  absent  from  the  state  of  Illinois  on  the 
day  of  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  for 
state  or  county  officers,  held  in  this  state,  in  the  manner  and 
form  following: 

§  2.  Such  absent  elector  shall,  by  an  instrument  execu- 
ted by  him  not  more  than  sixty  days  previous  to  any  gen- 
eral or  special  election  to  be  held  in  this  state,  authorize  and 
Attomsytovote.  empower  any  elector  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  said  ab- 
sent elector  shall  reside  on  the  day  of  said  election  to  cast 
for  him  his  vote  or  ballot,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this 
act,  for  all  officers  for  whom  he  would  have  a  right  to  vote 
if  he  were  present  at  such  election.

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  substitute  broker,  substitute  agent,  or  substitutes  of  n- 
other  person,  engaged  or  in  any  manner  concerned  in  en-  beused  for  0nth- 
listing  men  or  procuring  enlistments  in  the  United  States  er  states- 
service,  to  enlist  or  procure  the  enlistment  of  any  person 
within  this  state,  with  the  object,  design  or  purpose  of  hav- 
ing or  procuring  said  enlisted  person  to  become  the  substi- 
tute of  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  this  state  ;  and  the  pro- 
curement of  all  such  enlistments  within  this  state,  with  such 
objects,  designs  or  purposes,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  high 
misdemeanors ;  and  all  persons  engaged  in  such  business, 
their  aiders,  abettors,  counselors  and  advisers,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  indictment,  and  punished  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

§  2.  No  person  within  the  limits  of  this  state  shall  enlist  Ltieen^.°(srb8ti- 
any  person  as  a  substitute  for  another,  or  induce  such  enlist- 
ment, or  be  engaged  or  concerned  in  the  same,  unless  he 
shall  have  procured  from  the  proper  authorities  a  license  as 
substitute  broker  or  agent,  and  shall  have  executed  bond 
and  taken  the  oath,  as  hereinafter  provided.

to  and  abide  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  letter  and  spirit. 
And  any  person  violating  their  said  oath  shall  be  deemed  guil- 
ty of  perjury,  and  may  be  indicted  and  punished  accordingly. 
The  oath  herein  required  shall  be  indorsed  upon  the  license 
issued  to  said  agent,  and  a  certificate  of  the  same  shall  be 
forwarded,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  adjutant  general 
of  this  state.

fully perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office,  according  to  the 
laws  which  are  or  may  be  in  force:  by  which  bond  the 
obligors  shall  be  bound  jointly  and  severally,  and  upon 
which  an  action,  or  actions,  may  be  maintained  by  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  proper  township,  for  the  benefit  of  any 
township  or  fund  injured  by  any  breach  thereof;  and  joint 
action  may  be  had  for  two  or  more  funds.  The  words 
"  county  superintendent "  shall  be  substituted  for  "  scho'ol 
commissioner,"  wherever  the  latter  occur  in  the  act  of  which 
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this  act  is  amendatory.  The  said  county  superintendents 
of  schools  shall  be  successors  to  the  school  commissioners, 
as  heretofore  known  and  designated  in  the  act  to  which  this 
act  is  amendatory,  and  all  other  acts  where  the  term  "school 
commissioner''  is  used;  and  all  rights  of  property,  and 
rights  and  causes  of  action,  existing  or  vested  in  school 
commissioners,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  county, 
or  any  township  thereof,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall  vest  in 
the  county  superintendents  of  schools,  as  successors,  in  as 
full  and  complete  a  manner  as  was  vested  in  the  school 
commissioners. 

§  3.  Section  fifteen  (15)  of  the  act  shall  be  amended  so  Bond  ot  t 
as  to  read  as  follows,  viz  :  "Whenever  the  bond  of  the  town-  s  p 
ship  treasurer,  approved  byjhe  board  of  trustees  of  schools, 
as  required  by  law,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent, he  shall  carefully  examine  the  same,  and  if  the 
inurnment  is  found  to  be  in  all  respects  according  to  law, 
and  the  securities  good  and  sufficient,  he  shall  indorse  his 
approval  thereon,  and  file  the  same  with  the  papers  of  his 
office ;  but  if  said  bond  is  in  any  respect  defective,  he  shall 
return  it  for  correction.  When  the  bond  shall  have  been 
duly  received  and  filed,  the  superintendent  shall,  on  demand, 
deliver  to  said  township  treasurer,  all  moneys,  bonds,  mort- 
gages, notes  and  securities,  and  all  papers  of  every  descrip- 
tion, belonging  to  said  township;  and  the  said  township 
treasurer  shall  receipt  for  the  same,  which  receipt  shall  be 
carefully  filed  and  preserved  by  the  county  superintendent, 
and  shall  be  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

§  4%  Section  sixteen  (16)  of  the  act  shall  be  amended  so  Distribution  o* 
as  to  read  as  follows,  viz :  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  amount 
due  upon  the  auditor's  warrant,  the  county  superintendent 
shall  apportion  one-third  of  said  amount  to  the  several 
townships  and  parts  of  townships  in  his  county,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  acres  therein,  and  the  remaining  two- 
thirds  to  the  several  townships  and  fractional  townships  in 
his  county,  according  to  the  number  of  white  children,  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age  returned  to  him,  in  which  townships 
or  parts  of  townships  schools  have  been  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  with  the  instructions  of 
the  state  and  county  superintendents,  and  shall  pay  over  the 
distributive  share  belonging  to  each  township  and  fractional 
township,  to  the  respective  township  treasurers,  or  other 
authorized  persons,  annually;  and  when  there  is  a  county 
fund  in  the  hands  of  any  county  superintendent,  he  shall 
loan  the  same,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  six  per  Fuuds  ioaaed. 
cent,  nor  more  than  ten  per  cent.,  said  rate  to  be  fixed  by  the 
county  court  or  board  of  supervisors,  and  apportion  the 
interest  as  provided  in  this  section :  Provided,  that  no  part  Proviso. 
of  the  state,  county,  other  school  fund,  shall  be  paid  to  any 
township  treasurer,  or  other  person,  authorized  by  caid 
treasurer,  unless  said  township  treasurer  has  file  1  his  bond 
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as  required  by  the  fifty-fifth  section  of  the  act,  nor,  in  case 
said  treasurer  is  re-appointed  by  the  trustees,  unless  he  shall 
have  renewed  his  bond,  and  filed  the  same,  as  aforesaid. 

"uperinten^eu^  §  5-  Section  seventeen  (17)  of  the  act  is  hereby  amended, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz :  On  or  before  the  second  Mon- 
day of  November  before  each  regular  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  or  annually,  if  so  required  by  the  state  superin- 
tendent, the  county  superintendent  shall  communicate  to 
said  state  superintendent,  all  such  information  and  statistics 
upon  the  subject  of  schools  in  his  county  as  the  said  state 
superintendent  is  bound  to  embody  in  his  report  to  the 
governor,  and  such  other  information  as  the  state  superin- 
tendent shall  require ;  and  no  county  from  which  such  report 
is  not  received  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  required 
by  law,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  part  of  the  state  school  fund 
for  the  year  next  succeeding  that  in  which  no  report  was 
made ;  and  the  county  superintendent  so  failing  or  refusing 
to  report,  shall  be  liable  to  removal  by  the  county  court  or

that  the  state  superintendent  may  remit  the  forfeiture  of 
funds  prescribed  in  this  section,  for  satisfactory  cause. 

^HntenTnt7      §  6-     Section  twenty  (20)  of  the  act  is  hereby  amended 

to  visit  schools,  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz :  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  superintendent  to  visit  every  school  in  his  county  at 
least  once  each  year,  and  oftener  if  practicable,  and  to  note 
the  methods  of  instruction,  the  branches  taught,  the  text- 
books used,  and  the  discipline,  government  and  general 
condition  of  the  schools.  He  shall  give  such  directions  in 
the  science,  art,  and  methods  of  teaching  as  he  may  deem 
expedient  and  necessary,  and  shall  be  the  official  adviser 
and  constant  assistant  of  the  school  officers  and  teachers  of 
his  county,  and  shall  faithfully  carry  out  the  advice  and 
instructions  of  the  state  superintendent.

Tsusteea  elective  §  7.  Section  twenty-three  (23)  of  the  act  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz :  Each  congressional 
township  is  hereby  established  a  township  for  school  purpo- 
ses. The  business  of  the  township  shall  be  done  by  three 
trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  township,

Special  meetings  of  the  board  may  be  called  by 
the  president,  or  any  two  members  thereof,  and  at  all  meet- 

•  ings,  two  members  of  the  board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  busi- 
ness.    The  board  shall  organize  by  appointing  one  of  their 

,  number  president,  and   some  person,  who   shall  not  be  a 
I  director  or  trustee,  treasurer,  who  shall  be,  ex  officio,  clerk 

•  of  the   board.     The  president  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  Term  of  office, 
year,  and  the  treasurer  for  two  years,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed ;  but  either  of   said  officers  may  be  re- 
moved by  the  board  for  good  cause.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of 

the  president  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  board ;  and

it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  be  present  at  all  meetings 
of  the  board,  and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the 
purpose,  all  their  official  proceedings,  which  shall  be  a  pub- 
lic record,  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  interested 
therein ;  and  all  of  said  proceedings,  when  recorded,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  and  clerk.  If  the  president  or 
clerk  shall  be  absent,  or  refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties 
of  his  office  at  any  meeting  of  the  board,  a  president  or 
clerk,  pro  tempore,  may  be  appointed. 

school  districts.  §  10.  Section  thirty-three  (33,)  of  the  act  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz  :  Trustees  of  schools 
shall  lay  off  the  township  into  one  or  more  districts  to  suit 
the  wishes  and  convenience  of  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
of  their  township,  and  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared, a  map  of  their  township,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary, 
on  which  map  shall  be  designated  district  or  districts,  to  be 

styled,  "  District  No ,  in  township  l^o ,"  which 

districts  they  may  alter  or  change  at  any  regular  session ; 
which  map  shall  be  certified  by  the  president  and  clerk  of 
the  board,  and  filed  with  and  recorded  by  the  county  clerk, 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  to  be  paid  for  out  of 

Fractional  towns  the  county  treasury :  Provided,  that  school  districts  may  be 
formed  out  of  parts  of  two  or  more  townships  or  fractional 
townships  ;  in  which  case  the  trustees  of  schools  of  the  town- 
ships interested  shall  concur  in  the  formation  of  such  dis- 
tricts. When  a  new  district  is  formed  from  one  or  more 
districts,  the  trustees  of  the  township  or  townships  concern- 
ed shall  make  division  of  any  tax  funds,  or  other  funds 
which  are,  or  may  be  in  the  hands  of  the  township  treasurer 
or  treasurers,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  taxes  collected 
from  the  property  remaining  in  each  district ;  and  all  school 
property  belonging  to  the  district  or  districts  out  of  which 
the  new  district  is  formed  shall  be  appraised  in  a  just  and 
equitable  manner,  and  the  estimated  value  shall  be  distri- 
buted by  the  trustees  among  the  districts  concerned,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  taxable  property  remaining  in 
each,  and  the  town  treasurer  or  treasurers  shall  forthwith 
place  the  sums  so  distributed  to  the  credit  of  the  respective 

Proviso.  districts,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  directors  thereof:  Pro- 

vided, that  the  funds  on  hand  shall  be  divided  at  the  time 
such  new  district  is  formed,  and  that  all  funds  payable,  but 
not  yet  received  by  the  treasurer  or  treasurers,  shall  be  divi- 
ded as  soon  as  received,  and  that  the  school  property  shall  be 
appraised  and  apportioned,  as  aforesaid,  within  three  months 
from  the  formation  of  such  new  district.  And  when  any 
two  or  more  districts  shall  be  consolidated  into  one,  the  new 
district  shall  own  all  the  corporate  property  and  funds  of  the 
several  districts. 

§  11.  Section  thirty-four  (34)  of  the  act  shall  be  amended 
■so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz  :  At  the  regular  semi-annual 
meetings  on  the  first  Mondays  of  April  and  October,  the 
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trustees  shall  ascertain  the  amount  of  state,  county  and  ^tnbntion  of 
township  funds  on  hand  and  subject  to  distribution,  and 
shall  apportion  the  same  as  follows :  First,  two  per  cent,  to 
the  township  treasurer.  Second,  whatever  may  be  due  for 
the  books  of  the  treasurer,  and  such  sum  as  may  be  deemed 
reasonable  for  dividing  school  lands,  making  plats,  etc.

The  funds  thus 
apportioned  shall  be  placed  on  the  books  of  the  treasurer  to 
the  credit  of  the  respective  districts,  and  the  same  shall  be 
paid  out  by  the  treasurer  on  the  legal  orders  of  the  directors 
of  the  proper  districts. 

§  1-.  Section  thirty-five  (35)  of  the  act  is  hereby  amend-  Transfer  of  Pa- 
ed  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz  :  Pupils  shall  not  be  trans-  pils' 
ferred  from  one  district  to  another  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  both  districts ;  which 
written  permits  shall  be  delivered  to  and  filed  by  the  proper 
township  treasurer,  and  shall  be  evidence  of  such  consent. 
A  separate  schedule  shall  be  kept  for  each  district,  and  in  each  schedules, 
schedule  shall  be  certified  the  proper  amount  due  the  teach- 
er from  that  district,  computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  total 
number  of  days'  attendance  of  all  the  schedules.

If  pupils  are  transferred  from  a  district  of 
another  township,  the  schedule  for  that  district  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  directors  thereof,  who  shall  immediately  draw 
an  order  on  their  treasurer,  in  favor  of  the  teacher,  for  the 
amount  certified  to  be  due  in  said  separate  schedules.  A 
majority  of  the  directors  of  each  of  two  or  more  districts  union  districts, 
may  consolidate  said  districts  and  appoint  three  directors  for 
the  union  district  so  formed,  who  shall  be  styled,  "Directors 
of  Union  District  No.  . .,  Township  No.  . .;"  who  shall  have 
all  the  powers  conferred  by  law  upon  other  school  directors. 
The  proceedings  of  the  act  of  consolidation  shall  be  signed 
by  a  majority  of  each  of  the  concurring  boards  of  directors 
and  delivered  to  the  trustees  of  the  proper  township,  and 
shall  be  evidence  of  such  consolidation  ;  and  upon  receiving 
a  copy  of  said  proceedings,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trus- 
tees to  change  the  map  of  the  township  in  accordance  there- 
with, and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court. 
The  separate  boards  of  directors  shall  then  be  dissolved  and 
the  union  directors  shall  draw  lots  for  their  respective  terms

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forfeiture  of  g  13  Section  thirty-six  (36)  of  the  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed by  the  addition  of  the  following  provision,  viz  :  "  And 
any  township  from  which  such  report  is  not  received  in  the 
manner  and  time  required  by  law,  shall  forfeit  its  portion  of 
the  public  funds  for  the  next  ensuing  year  :  Provided,  that 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  county  superintendent,  or 
for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  the  state  superintendent  may 
remit  such  forfeiture." 

§  14.  Section  thirty-nine  (39)  of  the  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed by  striking  out  all  of  said  section,  after  the  words  "and  to 
their  successors  in  office,"  being  the  whole  of  the  last  period 
of  said  section. 

§  15.  Section  forty-two  (42)  of  the  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed by  the  addition  of  the  following,  viz :  Should  the  direc- 
tors fail  or  refuse  to  order  any  regular  or  special  election,  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  treasurer  to 
order  such  election,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  then  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  county  superintendent  to  order  such  election 
of  directors,  within  ten  days,  in  each  case,  of  such  failure  or 
refusal,  and  the  election  held  in  pursuance  of  such  order 
shall  be  valid,  the  same  as  if  ordered  by  the  directors. 

§  16.  Section  forty-four  of  the  act  shall  be  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows,  viz :  The  directors  of  each  district 
shall  ascertain,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  annually,  how  much 
money  must  be  raised  by  special  tax  for  school  purposes 
during  the  ensuing  year.  They  shall  then  find  what  rate 
per  cent,  this  amount  will  require  to  be  levied  upon  the  tax- 
able property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  district,  which  rate, 
with  a  list  of  the  resident  tax-payers,  alphabetically  ar- 
ranged, shall  be  certified  and  returned  to  the  township 
treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  September,  an- 
nually.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  treasurer  to  return 
said  certificates  and  lists  of  tax-payers,  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of  Septem- 
ber ;  and  whenever  the  boundaries  of  the  districts  of  the 
township  shall  have  been  changed,  the  township  treasurer 
shall  return  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  with  the  certi- 
ficates and  lists  aforesaid,  a  map  of  the  township,  showing 
such  changes,  and  certified  as  required  in  the  thirty-third 
(33d)  section  of  the  act.  When  a  district  lies  in  two  or  more

to  extend  schools  beyond  six  months,  without  a  vote  of  the 
people,  at  an  election  called  and  conducted  as  required  in 
the  forty-second  section  of  the  act,     A  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  shall  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  directors  to  act : 
Provided,  that  if  no  one  locality  shall  receive  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  the  directors  may,  if  in 
their  judgment  the  public  interests  require  it,  proceed  to 
select  a  suitable  school  house  site,  and  the  site  so  chosen  by 
them  shall,  in  such  case,  be  legal  and  valid,  the  same  as  if 
it  had  been  determined  by  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast. 
§  19.     Section  fifty  (50)  of  the  act  is  hereby  amended  so 
'  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz  :     No  teacher  shall  be  authorized 
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Qualification  of  |-0  teach  a  common  school  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
who  is  not  of  good  moral  character,  and  qualified  to  teach 
orthography,  reading  in  English,  penmanship,  arithmetic, 
English  grammar,  modern  geography,  and  the  history  of  the 
United  States.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comity  superin- 
tendent to  grant  certificates  to  such  teachers  as  may,  upon 
due  examination  by  himself  or  a  board  of  examiners  by  him 
appointed,  be  found  to  possess  the  necessary  qualifications. 
Said  certificates  shall  be  of  two  grades  ;  those  of  the  first 
grade  shall  be  valid  for  two  years ;  those  of  the  second  grade 
for  one  year.  The  county  superintendent  may,  at  his  option, 
renew  said  certificates,  at  their  expiration,  by  his  indorse- 
ment thereon,  and  may  revoke  the  same,  at  any  time,  for 
immorality,  incompetency,  or  other  just  cause.

in  courts  of  record,  in  this  state,  is  hereb}7-  repealed.

AN  ACT  to   amend  the  school  law.  In  force  Feb.  16, 

1865. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  sec- 
tion ten,  (10,)  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  and  salary  of  state 
maintain  a  system  of  free  schools,"  approved  February  22,  supen 
1861,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows,  viz  :  Section  10.  And  the  said  state  superintend- 
ent shall  receive,  annually,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  paid  cpiarterly,  as  a  salary  for  the  services  re- 
quired under  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  any  other  law  that 
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may  be  passed,  and  also  for  all  necessary  contingent  ex- 
penses, for  books,  postage  and  stationery,  pertaining  to  his 
office ;  to  be  audited  and  paid  by  the  state  as  the  salaries  and 
contingent  expenses  of  other  officers  are  paid. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas-

In  force  Feb.  1C,  AN  ACT  to  punish  persons  for  bringing  diseased  sbeep  into  the  state,  and 
1865-  for  suffering  diseased  sheep  to  run  at  large. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  any 
person  or  persons  who  shall,  hereafter,  knowingly  and  will- 
fully bring  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  this  state,  any  sheep 
infected  with  contagious  disease,  or  who  shall,  knowingly 
and  willfully,  suffer  or  permit  sheep  infected  with  contagious 

indictment  and  disease  to  run  at  large,  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars. 

§  2.  If  any  person  shall  suffer  to  run  at  large,  or  keep 
in  any  place  where  other  creatures  can  have  access  to,  and 
become  infected,  any  sheep  that  is  known  to  the  owner,  or 
person  having  the  care  and  possession,  to  be  affected  with 

damages.  any  contagious  disease,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  all  damage 

that  may  result  from  such  running  at  large  of  such  diseased 
sheep,  to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  proper  county,  if  the  damage  claimed  does  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars ;  and  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  proper 
county,  if  the  damage  claimed  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  the 
Governor  to  ap-  governor  of  this  state,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  any 
number  of  agents,  not  exceeding  six,  who  shall  be  the  mili-

§  3.  Said  agents,  when  so  appointed,  shall  be  commis-  AH^esd  commis- 
sioned  by  the  governor,  which  commission  shall  be  during 
his  pleasure  ;  and  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  require  of  each 
of  them  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties,  and  of  all  trusts  committed  to  them  by  the 
soldiers  of  this  state,  in  such  sums  as  he  may  deem  best 
calculated  to  promote  and  secure  their  efficiency.

Springfield,  Dec.  15th,  1864. 

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  ; 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  public  treasury,  for  the  two  years  ending  November  30,  1864,  show- 
ing the  amount  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  on  account  of  the  several 
funds,  during  that  period,  and  the  balance  of  each  on  hand  December 
1st,  1864,  a  general  and  detailed  statement  of  which  is  shown  in  the 
following  synopsis  and  annexed  tabular  statements : 

Receipts  for  revenue  purposes,  including  the  balance  on  hand  on  the 
1st  day  of  December,  1862,  amount  to  $872,313  30.  Payments  on  the 
same  account  amount  to  $869,049  80,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of 
$3,263  50. 

Receipts  on  account  of  the  State  Debt  Fund  amount  to  $589,128  94. 
Payments  on  account  of  same  amount  to  $4  50,  leaving  a  balance  on 
hand  of  $589,124  44. 

Receipts  on  account  of  the  Interest  Fund,  including  the  balance  on 
hand  December  1st,  1862,  amount  to  $1,751,252  42.  Payments  on 
account  of  same  amount  to  $1,441,995  84,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand 
December  1st,  1864,  of  $309,256  58. 

Receipts  on  account  of  the  State  School  Fund,  including  the  balance 
on  hand  December  1st,  1862,  $286,713  33.  Payments  on  account  of 
same,  $174,637  39,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  December  1st,  1864,  of

In  the  last  report  of  the  late  Treasurer  to  your  honorable  body,  he 
advises  or  suggests  the  enactment  of  a  law  authorizing  the  refunding 
of  all  past  due  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal  bonds,  the  coupons  of  which 
being  exhausted,  both  the  holder  and  the  Treasurer  are  subjected  to 
oreat  inconvenience  in  the  payment  of  interest,  as  the  bonds  have  to  be 
presented  for  each  semi-annual  payment,  and  are  already  nearly  covered 
with  the  interest  stamps.  Of  the  unregistered  bonds  of  this  descrip- 
tion, there  are  now  outstanding  $646,000  ;  and  I  would  respectfully 
renew  the  suggestion  of  my  predecessor  in  reference  to  them. 

I  would  report  that  in  the  absence  of  any  law  touching  the  coin  in 
the  treasury,  I  have  set  it  apart  and  used  it  for  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest upon  the  sterling  bonds  of  the  State,  both  the  principal  and 
interest  of  which  are  payable  in  London ;  and  for  the  payment  of  past 
due  interest.  There  remains  on  hand,  December  1st,  1864,  a  sufficient 
amount  of  coin  to  pay  the  interest  falling  due  January  and  July,  1865, 
and  January,  1866,  on  the  class  of  indebtedness  mentioned,  and,  in  my 
judgment,  it  should  be  appropriated  by  law  for  that  purpose,  and  a  law 
also  enacted  providing  for  the  procuring  of  like  funds,  for  the  continued 
payment  of  such  interest,  after  those  now  on  band  are  exhausted.  The 
honor  and  interests  of  the  State  alike  demand,  I  think,  that  this  course 
be  pursued  in  reference  to  the  sterling  indebtedness,  as  they  are  spe- 
cifically made  payable  in  London,  where  coin  is  the  only  legal  tender.
